Leaders  of  public  opinion  in 
Britain  all  proclaim  their  faith  in  the 
future  of  the  Empire  and  their  belief 
in.  the  potentialities  of  the  Overseas 
portions  of  thr  limpire.  The  leader 
of  the  Labor  i'arty  says  he  is  quite  as 
strong  ah  Imperial '  Unionist  aa  the 
leader  of  thr  Govrrnment  Thr  Iraders 
of  the  Liberal*  Tarty  under  present 
political  and  economic  conditions 
probably  dare  not  proclaim  themselves 
Little  Bnghinders.  The  conditions  in 
Britain  are  far  frt>m  satisfactory  be- 
cause the  iiiarki  ts  of  the  world  are 
gradually  but  surely  being  closed 
against  British  priyluct^  If  an  Im- 
perial trade  policy  werc/bodly  outlined 
and  advocated  the  opponents  rif  such 
a  measure  would  be  swept  away  by  a 
great  wave  of  Imperial  public  opinion. 
Bu>.hic»s  is  not  being  done  upon  a  free 
trade  basis  in  any  part  of  the  world. 
Free  trade  i-.  but  a  fctiah  in  Bri&in. 
and  if  the  Briton  crmtinue.s  to  burn 
incense  before  it  and  worship  it,  con> 
ditions  with  him  probably  will  become 
even  mora  ghaatiafactory. 

There  is  one  hind  of  raw  material 

that  Uncle  Sam  needs  vrrv  hadiv  and 
cannot  get  from  a  timorous  Canadian 
Govemamnl:  That  ia  crude  rubber.  In 
96me  way  or  othrr  wr  do  not  knOw 
in  what  way,  but  we  are  quite  sure  in 
a  perfectly  leglthnate  way-~the  British 
have  secured  control  of  a  considerable 
propor^n  of  tha  visible  supply  of 
crude  rubber.  The  price  of  crude  rub- 
ber has  inrrea.^cd  very  visibly  during 
the  past  few  months  W  e  do  not  know 
what  me/sures  have  bren  taken,  if  any 
maaaures  at  all  have  been  taken,  to  in- 
crease the  price  of  rubber  in  its  raw 
state,  but  we  think  it  is  quite  safe  to 
say  tMit  the  prieC'Of  crvda  rabbdrhas 
hrrn  incrca^rd  in  a  perfectly  1e||ftimate 
and  hu'incfi slikr  uav.

I'nclc  Sam  docs  not  like  the  increase 
in  the  price  of  crude  rubber.  He  rides 
III  .1  biK  motor  car  and  needs  manu- 
factured rubber  to  enable  him  to  ride 
comfortably  in  his  luxurious-equipped 
machine.  Con^rriuently  the  big  fellow, 
who  lacks  little  that  t»  neceaaary  to 
his  personal  comfort  and  his  sue- 
ces's  in  businea^,  wants  to  know  why 
his  activities  in  this  mir  direction 
should  be  interfered  with  by  cither  ex- 
traneous circumstances  or  an  extrane- 
ous authority  The  British  peopir  who 
have  secured  control  of  a  considerable 
porticta  of  the  worTd's  supply  of  crude 

rubhrr  ha\r  rrpTIrd  to  tlir  inrimry  of 
I'ncle  l^am.  And  we  arc  delighted  to 
observe  that  the  reply  to  the  demand 
dor^  n.n  indicate  tliab  the  people  in 
control  of  the  rubber  market  are  afraid 
of  retaUatkm.  or  reprisals,  or  anything 
of  that  kind  They  admit  possession 
of  the  rubber  and  say  they  hope  thr 
sale  of  it  npon  profitable  terms  will 
enable  tfccm  to  partially  or  wholly  dis- 
charge thair  obligationa  to  the  United 
State*.

Thoae  Intareeted  in  tha 
praservation  of  it  aa  a  hiatorle  place 
are  amzloua  that  tha  work  aeeeaaan 
to  be  deae  to  aave  it  be  undertaken 
aionea  a*  there  la  danger  that  it  win 
fan  late  mine  unleaa  action  la  taken 
without  delay,  vlf  the  Saanich  aohool 
authorities  havl  not  the  funds  with 
which  to  handle  the  situation  It  la 
iirited  that  the  Qovernment  step  In 
and  nave  the  oldosg  aohool  tn  the 

province. 

The  early  octtlemrnt  at  Cfjpiltf !"«  er 
marked  the  first  lmi>ortanf  attempt, 
at  colonization  on  the  laland.

Sh*'  ^ay.i  she  hsa 
never  used  music,  and  acea  no  good 
reaeoB  for  trying  It  new.  But  her 
coaohee  favor  It.  and  every  sueeeesful 
Channel  swimmer  has  had  It.  TIra- 
boschi,  the  Argentine  rhsmpion.  who 
made  the  fastest  time  on  record  in 
1823.  was  fortirie.i  h\  Jan  mu.'^lc  from 
the  sccomjjanylng  boat,  and  declared 
afterwards  thst  "the  secret  of  lonj;- 
distaacs  swImmInK  1"  t"  keep  the 
mind  .  occupied  with  somcthlnc  else." 
nuffsss.  the  Anglo-French  swimmer, 
who  flnlahad  the  Channel  swim  after 
thirteen  faUurea.  in  1911.  waa  pulled 
through  the  last  crucial  mflee  ef  the 
Kwini  by  a  flddler  whoae  heroism  waa 
dinpiayed  In  playing  a  jingling  French 
ballad  for  forty-five  consecutive  min- 
utes. At  the  end  of  the  swim,  when 
Hurgeas  was  assisted  up  the  tieach  at 
Cape  Orla  Nes.  In  a  aeml-dellrlous 
eoadltlon.  he  waa  brought  back  to  an 
orderly  fraose  of  mind  by  a  further 
flfteea-mlavta  InsUUment  of  the  same 
ballad. 

Henry  Sullivan,  ef  Lawell.  Mass.. 
American  claimant  to  Channel  honors, 
had  vocal  music  to  help  him  on  his 
course,  and  part  of  the  way  hr  In- 
slated  on  himself  Joining  in  their 
efforts.  "Singing  keeps  my  Rltad.  Off 
the  ordeal."  he  explained. 

Might  Use  Itotflo 

Friends  of  Miss  Kderlle  suKReeted 
to  her  that  the  spirit  of  the  times 
would  seem  to  Indicate  ihr  use  of 
rtidlo  music  for  her  swim,  and  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  have 
a  receiving  apparatus  en  board  the 
tug.  so  that  miMle  flrem  the  BritUh 
and  French  stations  can  be  eeat  echo- 
ing acroas  the  water.  But  the  ceaehea 

protest  that  radio  music  will  not  do 
unle.nfl  It  can  be  timed  to  the  beat  of

Jabez  Wolfe.  Mlas  Kderle's  trainer, 
favors  the  bagplpea.

Thomas  W 
KurRcsM  HurifeBs  nwam  the  Channel 
in  1911.  after  thirteen  unsuccessful 
efforts  over  a  period  of  twenty  yeara. 
He  was  for  many  yaara  regarded  aa 
a  prodigy  of  endurance.  On  one  of 
hie  UBsacoeseful  attempu.  In  1909.  he 
got  within  a  hundred  yarda  of  the 
Freneh  eeaat  after  being  carried  up 
and  down  the  Channel  for  a  distance 
of  mora  than  90  mllea.  .No  Channel 
swimmer  was  ever  pursued  by  such 
persistent  bad  luck  un  MurKeiw.  K.ir 
years  It  was  a  proverb  ulnnjc  ihc 
channei  coast.  "When  Burgaaa  f tarts 
to  Kwim  across,  look  out  for  bad 
weather." 

Three  la  a  Day 

More  than  thirty  attempts  at  the 
Channel  ewtm  were  made  in  1999.  the 
year  when  TIrabeehl  and  Sullivan 
made  successful  croaslngs.  In  Sep- 
tember, three  awimmers  stsrted  the 
saruc  dsy.  Charles  Tutli.  the  ,\tnerl- 
can.  was  forced  to  ijult  within  nlnht 
of  his  goal  by  an  adverf-"  tide 
Ueorges  Michel,  the  l-'reiu  hnm  n.  Kave 
up  sfter  he  had  made  only  nine 
miles  In  eleven  hours.  Homer  Per- 
rsult.  a  Canadian,  awam  from'  tha 
French  aide  in  phenomenal  tims. 
reaching  a  point  only  three  mllee 
from  Dover  In  ten  hears:  then  he 
waa  forced  to  give  up  from  exhauo- 
tlon.  If  he  cottM  have  kept  the  pace 
for  an  hour  and  a  half  longer  he 
would  have  broken  Tliaboshl's  rec- 
ord of  16  hours  33  tiiinules  l>y  at 
leaat    five  hours. 

The  French  newspapers  have  en- 
lightened their  reader*  regarding  the 
previous  accompltahmenta  of  both 
Miss  Harriaon  and  Mlae  Bderle.  Mlaa 
Harrison's  greatest  feat  waa  the 
swimming  of  the  Klver  Plate  at  a 
point  where  the  width  of  the  stream 
Is  nearly  97  mllee.  with  a  complicated 
and  difltcult  current  at  several  places.
